II. Claims 12-15, drawn to a hybridization probe, a 
cell containing said probe, a kit, and. method of 
hybridization, classified in Class 435, subclass 6. 
III. Claims 5, 7, and 14, drawn to an antibody, kit, and 
immunoassay, classified in Class 436, subclass 501. 

IV. Claims 9 and 10, drawn to a method of inhibiting 
malignancy, classified in Class 424, subclass 85.8. 

Claim 14 is included with Groups II and III with the 
proviso that when included with Group II, only part (a) 
of the method (hybridization) is included, and when 
included with Group III, only part (b) of the method " 
(immunoassay) is included. Claim 14 is an improperly 
alternative claim in referring to two entirely different 
methods. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other 
because of the following reasons:
